9.— The court 
of appeals affirmed the sentence of 
death pronounced against Scott Jaok- 
aon at Covington for the murder of 
Pearl Bryan. The governor will fix 
the date of execution. The decision 
re pared by Associate Justice

The ease came before the court of 
appeals on an appeal from the Camp- 
bell county cirouit court, and the de- 
cision is thought to mean the same re- 
sult later on the appeal of Alonzo 
Walling sentenced to death as Jack- 
son's accomplice. 

After a brief summary of the facts 
in the case the decision says: 

"Some direet proof connected 
two men with the girl on the < 
night of her death, but the pros 
tlon rested chiefly only on circ 
stantial evidence. The court holds 
that none of the alleged errors are 
well taken. The court then gives its 
reasons for the affirmation of the sen- 
tence of the lower court as follows: 

L The indictment is sufficient, and 
in fact its accuracy and concensus of 
opinion is to be commended. 

8. The zeal of the sheriff in perform- 
ing only his duties, though it led to 
the arrest of the perpetrator of the 
crime, can not be urged as a sufficient 
cause for his removal from attendance 
on the trial and from the performance 
of his usual duties connected there- 
with. 

S. The ticket system of admission 
was adopted only to prevent the over- 
crowding of the court and in no sense 
prevented a public trial within the 
meaning of the constitution. 

_ The ruling of the court in admit- 
ting testimony and in rejecting it dur- 
ing the trial are free from substantial 

6th. The Instructions given cover the 
different phases of the case and the 
facts suggested in them arise natural- 
ly out of the proof and will embody 
correct principles of law. 

6th.— The appellant has had a fair 
and impartial trial, and the judgment 
is affirmed. 

It now devolves upon Acting Gov. 
Worthington to issue the death war- 
rant, and he will doubtless be asked 
to extend the executive clem- 
ency. Gov. Bradley has already par- 
tially passed on the case, and it is 
safe to say that Acting Governor 
Worthington will not Interfere with 
the judgment of the court. He will 
probably lasue the death warrant this 
week and fix the time for execution. 

A petition for a rehearing will prob- 
ably be filed by Jackson's attorneys, 
but the present decision is regarded as 
final. 

The fate of Alonzo Walling, the ac- 
complice of Jackson, will not be 
known until some time next week, 
when a decision will be rendered.

— Controller of 
the Currency Eckela has considerable 
to My in hit annual report about finan- 
cial stringency and congestion, and he 
makes remedial autfgx-sUoiis of inter- 
eat Various amendment* to the na- 
tional bank act, looking to giving re- 
lief, art proposed by the controller, 
among them the following: 

That in places having a population 
of leas ths/n 9,000 inhabitants national 
banks shall be permitted, under regu- 
lationa to be made by the uontroller'of 
the currency and approved by the sec- 
retary of the treasury, to be organ- 
ized with a capital stock of not less than 
885,000, and with a corresponding re- 
duction in the amount of bontis required 
to be deposited with the treasurer 
of the United States, That national 
banks be permitted under such regula- 
tions and restrictions as shall be made 
by tho controller of the currency nnd 
approved by the secretary of the treas- 
ury, to establish branch banks 
in towns and villages where 
no national banks are establish- 
ed, and where the population 
does not exceed 1,000 inhabitants; such 
branch banka to have the right to re- 
ceive deposits, make loans and dis- 
counts and buy and sell exchange, but 
in no case to bo permitted to issue cir- 
culating notes other than of the parent 
bank.
